ROBERT MUGABE AND JOSHUA NKOMO SET FORTH DEMANDS THAT 
ARE IN FUNDAMENTAL CONFLICT WITH THE ANGLO-AMERICAN PLAN 
FOR A PEACEFUL TRANSITION TO BLACK MAJORITY RULE IN 
RHODESIA, DEMANDS THAT PRODUCED HIGHLY VISIBLE SIGNS OF 
FRUSTRATION AND DISAPPOINTMENT WITHIN THE DELEGATONS LED 
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BY SECRETARY VANCE AND BRITISH FOREIGN SECRETARY OWEN. 

WHAT THE GUERRILLAS ARE INSISTING ON IS A GREATER SHARE 
OF POWER IN BOTH THE GOVERNING COUNCIL AND THE POLICE 
FORCE ENVISAGED UNDER THE US-BRITISH APPROACH. THE 
GUERRILLA DEMAND SEEMED TO PRODUCE A SENSE OF STALEMATE 
ON THESE ISSUES, PROMPTING US OFFICIALS TO SAY LATER THAT 
THESE COULD ONLY BE NEGOTIATED AT A CONFERENCE ATTENDED 
BY ALL THE RIVAL RHODESIAN FACTIONS. THIS WOULD INCLUDE 
PRIME MINISTER IAN SMITH AND THE MODERATE BLACK LEADERS 
INSIDE RHODESIA AS WELL AS THE GUERRILLAS BASED OUTSIDE. 

IT WAS ON THIS LATTER POINT - ON A CONFERENCE OF ALL 
THE RHODESIAN FACTIONS - THAT THE US-BRITISH DELEGATIONS 
SCORED PROGRESS. 

MUGABE AND NKOMO AGREED TO SUCH A GET-TOGETHER - NO MAIOR 

SURPRISE. THE IMPORTANT THING, THOUGH. IS THAT THIS IS 
NOW A PUBLIC AND FORMAL FACT IN THE VIOLENT REALITY OF 
RHODESIAN POLITICS. BUT SIGNIFICANTLY, THE INTERNAL 
RHODESIAN LEADERS HAVE REJECTED THE IDEA OF ANY SUCH 
CONFERENCE. THEY ARE STICKING WITH THEIR OWN RECENTLY 
ANNOUNCED POLITICAL SETTLEMENT BETWEEN BLACKS AND WHITES. 

THE GUERRILLA ACCEPTANCE OF A CONFERENCE REPRESENTS A 
PLUS FOR US AFRICAN POLICY. BUT VANCE COULD STILL FAIL 
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TO GET THE RHODESIANS TO REVERSE THEIR POSITION AND 
AGREE TO SUCH A CONFERENCE. IF THAT SHOULD HAPPEN THE 
EXPECTATION IS THAT THE PATRIOTIC FRONT WOULD THEN STEP 
UP ITS WAR, AND THAT COULD LEAD TO PRECISELY WHAT THE 
US IS TRYING TO PREVENT: EXPANDED SOVIET AND CUBAN 
MILITARY INVOLVEMENT IN SOUTHERN AFRICA. 

SCHIEFFER: VANCE AND OWEN TRAVEL TO THE RHODESIAN CAPITAL 
ON MONDAY, BUT FIRST THEY MAKE A ONE-DAY STOP IN PRE- 
TORIA, SOUTH AFRICA, TO ENLIST SOUTH AFRICAN SUPPORT FOR 
THEIR EFFORTS.
